ENDOWED SCHOOLS BILL. 
The following is a copy of the amended bill pre- 
pared and brought into the House of Commons by 


Mr. Dillwyn, Sir R. Bethell, and -Mr. Massey, for 
the better regulation of endowed schools :— 

Whereas it is expedient that some restrictions at 
present im by law u the Government and 
teaching of many endowed schools and educational 
charities should be removed, and that the same should, 
unless otherwise expressly declared by the founders 
thereof, be open to all su oy of the realm, without 
any distinction whatever: Be it enacted by the Queen’s 
most excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Com- 
mons, in this present Parliament aumiied and by the 
authority of the same, as follows :-— 

1. No endowed school or educational charity shall be 
deemed to have been founded for the purpose of afford- 
ing religious instruction according to the doctrines of 
the Church of England exclusively, nor shall any person 
be deemed incom t by reason of his dissent from 
the doctrines or pline of the said Chureh to be a 
feoffee or trustee of the estate or personalty of such 
schools or charity, or to hold any office in its govern- 
ment or ing, or to receive the education and 
participate in the benefits of the charity, unless it 
shall appear on the face of the will, deed, or other in- 
strument by which such endowment is created, or by 
reference therein to some document, that such was the 
will and intention of the founder thereof. 

2. This act shall not be construed as extending to the 
Universities of Oxford, Cambridge, or Durham, or to 

college or hall within the same, or to the schools of 
estminster, Eaton, Harrow, Winchester, Rugby, or 


House. 
This act ! be cited as “‘ The Endowed Schools 
Regulation Act, ” 


The bill stands for second reading for Thursday, 
the 17th inst. Nearly every evening a large number 
of petitions are presented ia favour of its objects. 
In the House of Lords, on Friday, Lord Brougham 
(for the third time) called attention to the impor- 
tance of at once passing a measure for satisfying the 
wishes of the numerous petitioners in favour of 
opening endowed schools.

He contended 
that the election was not contrary to the spirit and 
letter of the treaty.

A Shanghai correspondent of the Times, who 
promises full particulars of Lord Elgin’s expedition 
up the Yang-tee-Kiang, describes the waters of that 
river as utterly devoid of all junk trade.

THE ITALIAN QUESTION, 


Signor Farini, the Italian historian, has addressed 
to Lord John Russell a letter on the Italian question. 
It is a long indictment against Austria and the 
treaties of 1515. 

The treaties of 1815—says the writer— break the 
ancient equilibrium of the Italian provinces to the 
great detriment of Italy and danger of Europe ; but 
they settled that the new Lombardo- Venetian king- 
dom should have an administration to itself, and 
that all the other States should be altogether inde- 
pendent. But it is well to see how Austria observes 
and respects the treaties relatively to these two 

ints. 

P’The Emperor sent to Milan one of his brothers, to 
whom he gave the name of Viceroy, but without 
anything of the inherent authority ; he established at 
Vienna the supreme administration of the kingdom, 
but he did not confide to it the rights of a _— 
council, contrary to what he did in the case of Hun- 
gary and Transylvania, and he subjected it to the 
Councils General of the Empire. Such was the 
manner in which the Lombardo-Venetian kingdom 
was at first administered ; afterwards, having lost all 
trace of free administration, and all the remnants of 
ancient institutions. it was definitively incorporated 
in the Empire. 

In the first years of the new rule, Austria en- 
deavoured to retake the high Novarais from the 
House of Savoy, and t under the apparent 
forms of a federal league, her dominion over all the 
princes ; whilst by a secret treaty she imposed the 
obligation on the Bourbons of Naples not to intro- 
duce into the kingdom of the Two Sicilies political 
changes contrary to the will and system of the Court 
of Vienna. 

In 1821 the Austrian troops, after having overrun 
nearly all Italy, invaded the Sicilies in order to 
destroy the constitutional orders; they remained 
there for nearly seven With the same object 
they invaded and occupied Piedmont in that 1 
ce Metternich said at Laybach that the Em- 
would make war on the King of N or 
any other Italian prince who would give or wish to 
preserve a constitution !

Alma Matres. (Dedicated, without permission, to the 
Freshmen of Oxford.) By Mecatnuym Spies, B.A.., 
Oxon. London and Edinburgh: James Hogg. 

THs is a clever, slashing, and unfair book; in which 
are highly coloured pictures of University life, especially 
at Oxford, amusing enough to entice one through all 
Mr. Splene’s splenetic pages: while one thing is very 
plain, namely,—that, for some reason or other, the 
author is disposed to make as violent an assault on 
Oxford, as the case and his own strength will permit, 
He seems aware that his book has a revengefal and 
malicious look—notwithstanding that it is mirthful and 
boisterous,—for he thinks it necessary to say; “If I 
have suffered at the hands of colleges, the University 
from which I held a scholarship has treated me very 
handsomely: kindness nor injuries could alter my 
opinions, which grow from no personal feeling, but are 
based on ten years’ experience of University, several 
years’ profound reflection, and seven months’ study of 
the subject.” We dare say that’s true; and the author 
ought, then, to have produced a better book. Very 
likely he expects to get a hearing for a dull subject— 
College reform — in quarters which would refuse 
to entertain it if treated less amusingly. But 
the great exaggeration in which “Mr. Splene” 
indulges will certainly destroy much of his influence 
with those educated persons through whom alone 
any exposure of College abuses, or of the follics 
and wickednesses of undergraduate life, or of the faults 
and stupidities of the residents, can be made useful in 
effecting reforms. ‘“‘ Mr. Splene’s” representations have 
always an element of truth in them ; and, perhaps, soli- 
tary instances might be found to correspond with his 
worst portraits of character and his most disgraceful in- 
cidents. But Oxford is not, and has not been, in our 
day, just the concentration of dulness and licentiousness 
here depicted; nor, many and great as are the College 
abuses, are they simply the homes of drunken fools, and 
clerical impostors, from the Head to the janior Fellow. 
The author might have been much more serviceable to 
the cause of university and collegiate improvement, —for 
the sake of which he professes to have “put on the 
gloves,” and to have “exposed these abuses and pointed 
out these errors,”—if he had used his evidently large 
knowledge, and his accumulations of good illustrative 
anecdote, with a little more of quiet truthfulness and 
seriousness. 

On Discipline—the Proctorial system, the regulation, 
or existing no-regulation, of undergraduate expenses, and 
the possible value to Oxford of the presence of an ele- 
vated female society, introduced by permitting marriage 
to resident members of the University,--the author 
makes sensible and forcible remarks, which are in sym- 
pathy with what many « thoughtful man has said to 
himself while residing in Oxford or Cambridge ; and on 
certain points of University Education, on the ‘* coach- 
ing” systein, and on examinations for Degrees and other 
rewards, suggestions are offered that commend them- 
selves to consideration. 

We wish, however, that Mr. Megathym Splene had 
refrained from his boast that “ few men, in fact, have 
had a larger University experience than he”: for it is 
really unfortunate that a man should have been ‘‘a 
member of the Universities of Iondon, Bonn, Munich, 
and Oxford, and connected more or less with that of 
Paris”! One is inevitably reminded—and we'll answer 
for it, that almost all the critics of this book were, on 
reading the words we have quoted, reminded—of Cole- 
ridge’s story :—** Sir, J have been brought up and eda- 
cated at two universities ”!—** Sir, I once saw a calf that 
sucked two cows !—and, believe me, it was the greatest 
calf that ever I saw in my life!” And yet, it were as

ISCOVERIES IN Sctzence. — The surprising facts 
revealed to the scientific world by M. Niepce de 
St. Victor, in February, 1858, concerning the pho- 
tographic effects of absorbed light, must still be 
fresh in the minds of our readers. The same philo- 
sopher has now communicated to the Academy of 
Sciences in Paris some further results of a similar 
nature. If a sheet of paper sized with starch be 
exposed to the sun for the of about three hours, 
it will not only acquire the property of turning 
litmus from blue to red (the common test for ascer- 
taining the presence of an acid), bat will also become 
bibulous, notwithstanding the size. Ifa portion of 
the sheet be protected from the rays of the sun bya 
screen, and the paper be then dipped for a minute or 
two into av containing a solution of indigo, and 
afterwards into pure water, the isolated portion will, 
on being taken out of the latter, assume a blue 
colour under the influence of the oxygen contained in
